The Solar Eclipse. 


The eclipse of the sun, which had 


been foretold by scientists, took place, 
as announced, Monday morning. Many 
Bedfordites viewed the splendid spec- 
tacle through blue or smoked glass. 
While the eclipse in this vicinity was 
not total the event was one of interest 
to all classes. Nine-tenths of the bril- 
liant disc was obscured by the shadow 
of the moon. Although a curtain ol 
fleecy clouds intervened.it was possible 
to get a fine view ol the phenomenon 
and at frequent intervals the clouds 
parted and Old Sol, with his blackened 
visage, glared fiercely upon those who 
were so intently gazing skyward. 
About 7:30 a. m. the first indications of 
the eclipse were visible. A shadow be- 
gan to darken the edge of the sun

ered. Then it began to recede, pass- 
ing steadily away, and by 10 o'clock 
there was only a laint shadow on the 
rim of the sun to indicate that an 
eclipse had occurred. The eclipse was 
total in some ol the southeastern states 
ol the Union. 
Careiul observations 


were made at various points by the as- 
tronomers. According to these wise 
men, during the next 20 years several 
eclipses will take place, but only one 
will be visible to people in the United 
States. 
This, will be the one scheduled 


to take place on June 8,1913, the track 
ol which will extend Irom Oregon to 
Florida.

We note 
with 


pleasure that in most instances the 
directors last year declined to ask 
teachers to do seven months' teaching 
for six months'wages. Yet we do not 
mean to conceal the fact that wages 
have slightly fallen since last year. 
In the case of male teachers the aver- 
age monthly salary was reduced by 
fifty-four cents; in the case of female 
teachers, by one dollar. Do yon know 
that twenty-five years ago Bedford 
county paid male teachers an average 
salary of 53S.63 per month ? That 
standard has not been equaled in the 
quarter-century now closing and to- 
day we are S0.03 per month below it. 
We owe it to the memory of our an- 
cestors, to say nothing ol a greater 
responsibility to our children and our 
children's children, to raise wages and 
to keep them up, even though the state 
appropriation has, lately been reduced 
one-eleventh and the school term in- 
creased one-sixth. We note again, but 
not with priOd that there is one dis- 
trict in the county that paid last year 
an average salary so shamefully low as 
S19 83 per month. In contrast with 
this, Broad Top during the year now 
closing paid her teachers an average 
salary ol S3".65, an increase ol 33.03 
per month over last year. This was a 
most commendable action on the part 
ol Broad Top, discounted, however, by 
the error ol discontinuing the district 
superinteiideuey in that township last 
year 
in nearly every district in this 


county the wages ought to be raised. Recitation, The unanot 
It will require an increase in the mill- Essay, Lost Knowledge, 
age to do it. Yet, directors will best 
serve the children in whose wellare 
they are supposed to act ii they pay 
wages that will attract the best teach- 
ing talent in the counly, and then 
make their selection of teachers, not 
upon the basis of party, or fellowship, chorus, Good Night. 
or creed, or relationship, but upon the 
basis of merit and qualification. There 
are fourteen local normal schools in 
the county this summer. They are 
all well attended, which means that 
the teachers are expending money, 
time and effort to improve their quali- 
fications for the prolession. Shall we 
discourage these laudable efforts by a 
further cut in the wages ? Let direc- 
tors decide rather to encourage teach- 
ers by advancing their wages. 


I bespeak the earnest co-operation ol 


the public in behalf of the schools. 
Don't secretly ask the directors to 
lower the tax rate and then go about 
blandly remarking that the low stand- 
ard ol your schools is due to an un- 
progressive 
and 
penurious school 


board. Public servants are about as 
E 


od as the people whom they serve, 
y it with sincerity in public and in 


private that you want to see the wages 
go up and the school laws enforced. 
Agree openly that you, for one, will 
bear without protest your share of 
burden and duty. The directors will 
hear it and they will not disappoint 
you. 
Then the efficiency of our schools 


will be promoted as never before. 
Your children will be the chief benefi- 
ciaries of the advance and they will be 
receiving at your hands that which is 
better than any legacy of houses and 
lands.

ion.In this year's census the enumerators 
will endeavor to ascertain where each 
person and the parents of each person 
were born; and, il the person was not 
born in the United States, in what 
year he came to this country, the num- 
ber of years he has been here, whether 
be has been naturalized or not, and if 
not, -whether he has taken out natural- 
ization papers. 


The tables made from the answers 


to the inquiries respecting birthplace 
show the number and distribution of 
the foreign born residents of the 
United States, the number of them 
born in each ol the great countries, 
the amount ol intermarriage between 
these foreigners and the natives, the 
proportion of the foreigners who settle 
in the cities and those vho seek the 
country, theiv ability to read and to 
speak English and the law-abiding 
character ol the population. 
It is 


sometimes said, for instance, that 
crime is especially common among the 
foreign population. 
But this state- 


ment can not be supported by the cen- 
sus figures. Few crimes are commit- 
ted by persons under fifteen years oi 
age and vast numbers of the natives 
are under that age and therefore can 
not commit crime. When comparison 
is made between the native prisoners 
and the natives over fifteen years of 
age and the foreign prisoners and the 
foreign population over fifteen years of 
age, one finds that the proportion of 
persons in prison is about 50 per cent, 
greater among the natives than among 
the foreign born population. 


Another point brought out clearly 


by the census figures is that immi- 
grants move but a comparatively short 
distance. The Canadian immigrants 
live mainly along the Canadian frontier 
and the Mexicans mainly along the 
southern boundary. Thus in 1S90 the 
Canadians were in a plurality among 
the foreign born in Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Michigan, Montana 
and Washington. The Mexicans, on 
the contrary, were in a plurality in 
New Mexico and Arizona. The Ger- 
mans,, however, have spread all over 
the United States and are in a plural- 
ity among the foreign born in twenty- 
six states and territories. 


To the several foreign born elements 


of our population it is a matter of 
pride and interest to know the num- 
ber of persons of their nationality in 
the United States and their general 
economic condition. In 
1S90 there 


were more than 9,000,000 residents in 
the United States who were born in

Central District High Schools. 


On Monday afternoon the school di- 


rectors and the citizens ol Bloomfield 
township held a joint meeting to dis- 
cuss the advisability and the practi- 
cability of establishing a central dis- 
trict high school for that township. 
The matter was further discussed in 
all its phases at an evening meeting. 
?his township is thus the pioneer dis- 
trict of the county in considering the 
centralization and grading of rural 
schools. No definite action was taken 
>y the board at the time, but the sug- 
gestion seemed to meet with favor 
that a vote should be taken in Bloom- 
Held, at the next spring election in or- 
der accurately to ascertain the senti- 
ment of the citizens on this question. 
An act of assembly, passed in 1895, 
provides for.the establishment of such 
schools and specifies a liberal state ap- 
propriation for their maintenance. 
The township high school is likely to 
become more familiar to county and 
state in the next few years and any 
community does well to consider the 
practicability of the plan, however 
modified and adapted to suit the con- 
ditions in their respective districts.

"We have already 
i n o u r g l o r i o u 
country, a vast am 
almost

Ought we not to be profoundly tba-nk 
ful to the Giver of all good things fo 
such a vast and beautiful land? Is i 
not the height of ingratitude to Hire 
to seek by war and conquest, indulp 
ing in a spirit of rapacity, to acquin 
other lands, the homes and habitation 
of a large portion of His common chi. 
dren?" 


These are the words of the immorta 


Henry Clay. 
They were uttered b 


him in a speech delivered at Lexington 
Ky., warning his fellow-countryme 
against yielding to the desire for con 
quest as then concerned Mexico. Jus 
now the sentiment of this wise states 
man of old appeals to us with peculia 
power. Clay not only showed the nn 
righteousness of a policy of conquest 


but he forcibly set forth the danger o 
taking into the American nation 
people who could not be transformec 
into a homogeneous part of the repub 
lie. 


"Who can foresee or foretell," aske< 


Mr. Clay, "if Mexico voluntarily, o: 
by force, were to share in the common 
government, what would be the con 
sequence to her or to us? We shouk 
present the revolting spectacle of a 
confused, distracted and motley govern 
ment. The Mexican representation in 
congress would probably form a sepa 
rate and unpenetrable corps, alway: 
ready to throw itself into the scale o 
any other party to advance and pro 
mote Mexican inter»sts. Such a state 
of things could not long endure. Those 
whom God and geography have pro 
nounced should live asunder 
could 


never be permanently and harmoni 
ously united together." 


The memory of Henry Clay is reverec 


by the people of this great country, 
yet this is what he said about the 
Mexican war: 


"This is no war of defense, but one 


unnecessary and of offensive aggres 
sion. It is Mexico that is defending her 
firesides, her castles andher altars, no 
we. Either congress or the president 
must have the right of determining 
upon the objects for which a war shal 
be prosecuted. 
There 
is no other 


alternative. If the 
president 
pos- 


sess it and may prosecute it for 
objects against the will of congress, 
where is the difference between our 
free government and that of any other 
nation which may be governed by an 
absolute czar, emperor or king ? 


"Shall this war be prosecuted for 


the purpose of conquering and annex- 
ing Mexico in all its boundless extent 
to the United States ? Of all the dan 
gers and misfortunes which could be- 
fall this nation I should regard that of 
its becoming a warlike and conquering 
power the most direful and fatal. His- 
tory tells the mournful tale of conquer- 
ing nations and conquerors. Ciesar, 
after conquering Gaul, returned with 
his triumphant legions to Rome,passed 
the Rubicon, won the battle of Phar- 
salia, trampled upon the liberties oi 
his country and expired by the patriot 
hand of Brutus. But Rome ceased to 
be free. War and conquest had ener- 
vated and corrupted the masses. The 
spirit of true liberty was the most ex 
ecrable monsters that had ever existed 
in human form. Do you believe that 
the people of Macedonia or Greece, of 
Rome, or of France, were benefited in- 
dividually or collectively by the tri- 
umphs of their great captains ? Their 
sad lot was immense sacrifice of life, 
heavy and intolerable burdens and the 
ultimate loss of liberty itself." 


No right-thinking, 
self-respecting 


American citizen would think of call- 
ing Clay a traitor for using such lan- 
guage. 


A question that confronts us now 


also suggested itself to Clay. He an- 
ticipated that a policy of imperialism 
would necessitate a large standing 
army, and referring to this, he said : 


"To consummate the work I pre 


sume that standing armies, not less 
than a hundred thousand men, would 
be accessary to be kept perhaps al- 
ways in the bosom of their country. 
These standing armies reveling in a 
foreign land, and accustomed to tram- 
ple upon the liberties of a foreign peo- 
ple, at some distant day might be fit 
and ready instruments, under the lead 
of some dating and unprincipled chief- 
tain, to return to their country and 
prostrate the public liberty.'' 


Henry Clay in his speech spoke of 


•another phase of the imperialistic 
policy that is at. present causing the 
statesmen of this country a great deal 


of concern:— 


"Supposing the conquest to be 


once made, what is to be done with it ? 
Is it to be governed, like Roman prov- 
inces, by proconsuls ? 
Would it be 


compatible with the genius, character 
and safety of our free institutions to 
keep such a great country as Mexico, 
with a population of not less than nine 
millions, in a state of constant milita- 
ry subjugation'.' 


"Shall it be annexed to the United 


States? 
Does any considerate man 


I 


believe it possible that two such i 
mense countries, with territories 
nearly equal extent, with population 
so incongruous, so different in race, : 
language, in religion and in law 
could be blended together in one ha 
monious mass and happily governe 
by one common authority 1 Murmur 
discontent, insurrections, rebellio 


would inevitably ensue, until the i 
compatible parts would be broke 
asunder, and possibly in the frightf 
struggle our present glorious Unio 
itself would be dissevered or dissolve 
We ought not to forget the warnin 
voice of all history, which teachi 
the diflicnlty of combining and conso 
{dating together conquering and co: 
quered nations. 


"But I suppose it to be impossib 


that those who favor, if there be an 
who favor the annexation of Mexi 
to the United States, can think that 
ought to be perpetually governed b 
military sway. 
Certainly no votar 


of human liberty could deem it righ 
that a violation should be perpetrate 
of the great principles of our ow 
revolution, according to which lav 
ought not to be enacted and taxe 
ought not to be levied without repn 
sentation on the part of those who ar 
to obey the one and pay the other."

reach a certain sum the fares shall b 
reduced from three cents to two and 
half cents per mile 
The report of th 


Wabash road for :S9S showed that it 
earnings had reached the amount fixe 
by law to Institute a reduction of fares 
The road set up the defense, however 
that the mail, express and baggag 
carried on baggage trains are not prop 
erly counted as part of the earning 
of such trains, and refused to pay on 
the ground that earnings of passenge 
trains exclusive o( these items did no 
reach the amount calling for the reduc 
tion in fares. The court decided, how 
ever, that the profits from baggage, ex 
press and mail are properly a part o 
the earnings of the trains on whic! 
they are carried. 


How many in f.he state had heard o 


Foerderer, the Republican candidat 
for congressman-at-large, until it wa 
announced he had agreed to pay th 
price at which the nomination wa 
held' It is said that the price wa 
$10,000 to the state campaign fund an( 
a like amount to the national fund, 
must be humiliating to Republican 
who have any sense of political hon 
esty to know that toe nomination wa 
hawked about for a financial consid 
eration and finally picked up by a man 
who would never been thought of fo 
the place had it not been for his will 
ingness to pay the price demanded by 
the bosses. Money is the first consid 
eration, fealty to Quay the second 
while ability and fitness weigh but lit 
tie with the machine. Dr. Flood is a 
man of character and ability, with a 
reputation that extends beyond th 
confines of his own state. He is lo 
cated, too. In that part of the stat 
from which one candidate should hav 
been taken, but he was turned down 
simply because he wouldn't pay th 
price demanded. 


The senate's decision in the Quay 


case is one that must cause genera 
satisfaction outside of those who woul 
not hesitate to set aside the constitu 
tions of the state and the nation ti 
carry out their selfish purposes. Those 
who feel that the senate should partake 
of the dignity and care of a judicial 
as well as a legislative body, experi 
ence a sense of relief in knowing thai 
it has refused to reverse the decisions 
of a century to favor an infiuentia 
politician who asked to be admitted 
on credentials hitherto considered in 
sufficient. It would be still more sat 
isfactory had not the danger of the 
senate's overturning precedent and the 
constitution been so imminent. The 
senate ought to so possess the confi- 
dence of the people that they would 
Eeel absolutely certain in such cases 
that no influence of politicians and po- 
litico-corporations would be able 
to 


override law, dignity and precedent 
All good citizens will rejoice over the 
victory, narrow as it was, and hope for 
:hat better time when the senate wil 
Se so far above suspicion of paltering 
with the constitution for partisan ad- 
vantage that no party, and especially 
no individual of a party, would venture 
to ask it to stultify itself by palpable 
wrongdoing. 


Senator Penrose is very bitter be- 


cause the senate refused to seat his po- 
itical master, Mr. Quay. Notwithstand- 
ng the fact that a more notoriously 
corrupt attack was never made on the 
senate to try to induce it to do the 
srong thing in the Quay case, Penrose 
las the impudence to insinuate that 
Senator Hanna was induced to oppose 
Quay because certain campaign funds 
were promised by the anti-Quay Re- 
publicans of Philadelphia. The corpor- 
ations that were represented at Wash- 
ngton in Mr. Quay's interest would 
lave furnished a much greater cam- 
paign, fund than would the anti-Quay 
Xepublioans. Senator Hanna no doubt 
had sufficient reason for taking the 
responsibility of defeating Quay. It is 
not essential what the reason was, but 
gratifying to know that It existed, for 
;he end in this case would justify al- 
most any means. Hanna has done so 
few things for the public good that he 
attracts unusual attention in this case. 
Perhaps Hanna has the political sagaci- 
.y to discover that Quay's rule in Penn- 
sjlvania is enrlpcl, and he may not care 
to have any share in attempting to 
•wokl the inevitable. Possibly he may 
lave felt that to seat Ouay would be to 
aid a rival fnr thp position of natioral 
)oss

deed was a good one.

York Police Report Fewer Arrests 


ttn E»er Before—The City of Church- 


es—An Ancient Lothario.

SEW YORK, May 39.—Oar citizens 


were pleasantly surprised to learn that 
we were growing much better every 
day 
The police reports inform us that 


there were ten thousand less arrests 
between the 1st of April and the 20th 
of .May than at any similar period since 
consolidation gobbled up all the vil- 
lages, town and cities for a distance of 
twenty miles and consolidated them 
under the name of The- Greater New 
York.

newspapers in this great city has de- 
clared that while the arrests have been 
less numerous than at any previous 
time, in morals the harvest is not com 
roensurately great, and one of

close statisticians, accounting for the 
numerical loss, attributes it more to 
the negligence of our police than to 
any

people. 


of virtue among our 


Brooklyn for three-quarters of a cen- 


tury has been called the lodging house 
of Xew York and also the City of 
Churches. In piety it holds its primacy 
unchallenged. 
It is unlike its big 


brother, formerly called Xew York, 
but now rejoicing in the name of Man- 
hattan, the name being that of one of 
the strongest Indian tribes from the 
ocean to the lakes. One evidence of 
its religious primacy was the fact that 
Brooklyn had no soiled dames flitting 
about the btreets after nightfall allur- 
ing our country cousins who came to 
town to see the sights from the strict 
path of rectitude to the highway of 
ruin. 


In Brooklyn there were no great 


centers of crime, like the Five Points 
or Hell's Kitchen, as there were in 
Xew York. It had a greater number 
of churches in proportion to its pop- 
ulation, and if you wanted to hear s 
first class sermon you had to cross the 
East river and go to the church of the 
Kev. Henry Ward Beeeher or that of 
the Kev. Richard S. Storrs. 


Although there was a great number 


of very fine, large stores reared after 
the latest fashion, which made them a 
sort of universal bazaar, there was but store, 
little complaint among the class of 
small retailers that was so frequently 
heard in .Manhattan, her big brother. 
Shoplifters, the scourges of the New

of people. It is true that occasionally 
some new and startling inspiration 
would arise like William F. Sliller,the 
man that gave 530 per cent, per an- 
nam. I have not been able to recon- 
cile the verdict of the jury that sent 
him to state's prison. 1 can very well 
understand how a man can be sent to 
state's prison for being miserably poor, 
but I have not been able to get it 
through my head how a man should 
have a free billet and a nice room, fit- 
ted up -with iron bars, so that there 
should be nothing to impede the cir- 
culation of the air either at Danne- 
mora, Auburn or Sing Sing. But I 
fail to understand why the people of 
New York should pay to keep him in 
idleness a number of years because he 
made a number of people beside him- 
self 
uncomfortably 
rich. 
Another 


jewel of great price produced by the 
city of Brooklyn was the celebrated 
criminal, Ward, who robbed General 
Grant of a hundred thousand dollars, 
took nearly three millions from Wall 
street and vicinity, and who in return 
therefor got a few years' comfortable 
residence in Sing Sing; on account of 
good conduct his term of imprisonment 
was cut down two and a half years and 
who now comes out to enjoy his hard 
earnings in comparative 
peace and 


safety. It is true the mark of the 
stripes may still be observed upon his 
cuticle—the royal Bengal tiger has 
stripes a» fully marked—nevertheless, 
he is regarded as a king among his 
tribe. 


It would appear from a later revela- 


tion that, while she may not have 
been as vicious and corrupt as her big 
brother on the other side of the river, 
she is 
nevertheless 
quite 
wicked 


enough to satisfy the wants and de- 
sires of her fellow-citizens on the New 
York side of the river. Sirens that 
might have lured an anchorite from 
his cell may be found on her streets at 
midnight 
and toward morning 
to 


enmesh the feet of the unwary, as Mr. 
X. X. W. found out to 
his cost

Mr. X., a 


wealthy gentleman who had made one- 
half of his comfortable income in the 
manufacture of slippers and brogans, 
went out to dinner with a party of 
friends and long after midnight he 
found himself singing, "Would I Were 
a Boy Again."

The gold watch 
was a mechanical wonder.his umbrella 
the finest of silk, with a silver handle, 
and everthing about him was in the 
finest style. When the policeman dis- 
covered him he was looking at the 
morning star which now shines so 
brightly in the southern sky and was 
wondering if he could get there if he 
was the owner of a first class automo- 
bile.

The HlBtory of Grip. 


The history of "grip," or influenza, 


can only be traced back, with any cer- 
tainty, f 3r 300 years. Perhaps its home 
is in Russia. It retains certain broad 
characteristics which make it recog- 
nizable even under such odd names as 
the "pentle correction" and the "new 
delight." 
A curious description of It 


under the name of "coqueluebe" is 
found in the diary of Pierre de L'Es- 
toile in the time of Henry III of 
France, as follows: 


"The coqueluche at Paris, year 1580. 


—From the 2d day to the 8th day of 
June there fell sick at Paris 10,000 
persons of an illness having the form 
of a rheum or catarrh, which they call 
the 'coquelnche.' 
This illness seizes 


you with a pain in the head, stomach 
and loins and a lassitude throughout 
the body, and it persecuted the whole 
kingdom of France while the year last- 
ed, so that once having come hardly 
anybody in a town or village or house 
escaped. 


"The best remedy the doctors found 


was to make the sick abstain from 
wine. To some they ordered bleeding 
and rhubarb, for others cassia, and 
finally they found it best to keep the 
sic-U in bed and allow them little to eat 
and drink. They say at Paris that of 
this 'coqueluche' there were dead at 
Rome, in less than three months, more 
than 10,000 persons."

THE SWORD 


Gnrirllne the Throat. 


If one is to really do good by gar- 


gling—that is, if one is to insure that 
the fluid shall reach the posterior wall 
of tlie pharynx—the nose must be held 
and the head must be well thrown 
back while performing the gargling 
process. By gargling iu the usual way 
only the anterior surface of the uvula 
and soft palate and the base of tlie 
tongue are reached. But by holding 
the nose and throwing the head well 
back when gargling the medicament 
reaches every surface of tbe pharynx 
very effectively. 


The comparative value of the two 


methods can be tested by painting the 
posterior surface of the pharynx care- 
fully with a strong solution of rnethy- 
lene blue and then letting the patient 
gargle witb water in the usual way, 
when it will be found that tlie water 
ejected will be clear and unstained; 
then let him gargle again, holding the 
nose and throwing bis head well back, 
when the ejected fluid will be found 
stained, and an 
inspection of 
the 


pharynx will show that the blue has 
been washed away.

ENGLAND'S CRIME. 


It is true that the language of the 


treaty of Paris provides that the polit- 
ical and civil rights of the people in 
the ceded islands shall he determined 
by congress; but by congress as con- 
gress is controlled by the constitution 
—and not by congress acting with the 
absolutism of an English parliament. 
The constitution created congress, gave 
it its life and power and action, con- 
trols its authority, and directs its en- 
ergies. Congress can do nothing not 
authorized by the constitution. In no 
section, either by grant or Implication, 
is there any authority for two classes 
of people—citizens of states, and sub- 
jects of congress.—Senator Bate.

"India is a part of the British em-

Utter FnilTire of a Costly Experiment 


to Make Spider* Weave Silk. 


As long ago as the beginning of the 


eighteenth century the idea of using 
'the thread that the spider spins from 
its body as a substitute for the thread 
unwrapped from the cocoon of the silk- 
worm was broached, but witb little 
practical result. An Englishman, Mr. 
Eolt, secured 20,000 feel of silk thread 
from 22 spiders in two hours. 


Of late some experiments have been 


conducted by curious persons to ascer- 
tain which spider produced tbe best 
and largest quantity of silk, for it has 
been demonstrated tliat it is an excel- 
lent substitute for that of tbe silk- 
worm. 
Spiders from Paraguay and 


Argentina, from India, China and Aus- 
tralia, were tried, but tin' best results 
were secured from tbe spiders of Mad- 
agascar. 


It was found that after laying her 


eggs tbe female spider spins most free- 
ly. Six of these were selected and con- 
fined for the test. 
From oue 2,000 


yards of thread were secured in ten 
days; from the secoud, 1.300 yards in 
seven days; from tbe third and fourth, 
430 yards in four days; from tbe fifth, 
1,400 yards in 11 days, and from the 
sixth, 4,200 yards iu 27 days. 


A German manufacturer was so de- 


ligbtcd witb this test that be made 
elaborate arrangements for having a 
spider silk mill, importing a large num- 
ber of the spiders from Madagascar 
to Germany. All went well until the 
females bad laid their eggs and be- 
gun to spin, when all at ouce tbe males 
were found to have disappeared. Tbeii 
larger feminine companions had grown 
so fond of them that each female spi- 
cier bad eaten her mate. Tills catas- 
trophe ended the costly experiment.— 
Washington Post.

Here's his argument: 


The papers say the locusts were here 


in '49, '00, '93 and, as they come at 17- 
year periods, in fact and forsooth,they 
are to be here this year. The press is 
wrong, or I am wrong. As I find the 
papers generally right, except on some 
political issues, and I am never wrong, 
I put the blame on the "man behind 
the pencil." 


Here are the facts: The locusts were 


here in the 17 year parade in 1S6S and 
a'so in 1SS3 -18S5 plus 17 equals 1903, 
when they will turn out again in full 
regalia, unless they have lost their cal- 
endar. 


Now for the proof. I am one of the 


cranks who keep diaries. In my diary 
for 1SCS 
I find this entry for June 11 : 


"The locusts are rapidly making their 
appearance; every bush, fence rail and 
stake is full of them, either in the 
original shell or in a state unable to 
use their wings, a few of them flying; 
and the leaves rustle as if they were 
crawling about—it is the locusts com- 
ing through that makes the noise." 
By the leaves here is meant the leaves 
on the 
ground—the old leaves—the 


"bug?" crawling through them making 
the noise. Now, as is said in the story 
of the "Hedgehog and the Hare," "it 
must be true,or how could one tell it?" 
If this were not true, how could I get 
it in my UKUIJ' 
But further: In my 


diary for 1SS5, June 19, I find this: 
"This is 'locust year,' and we hear 
them daily chanting that which a 
great many interpret 'P h-a-r-a-o-h,' as 
if to remind us of the Egyptian plagues 
recorded in the Old Testament. 
These 


locusts visit us, in numbers, only once 
in seventeen years—next time will be 
1902 
M 


If this were not true, how could it 


be in my diary ? There is one thing 
about these "bugs'1—it appears at one 
tim; some got down too deep and did 
not get up till a year later, as I remem- 
ber one year, 'CO or 'SB, they were al- 
most as plentiful as the year before, 
the true "Locust year." 
Again: I 


have heard it said that they do not 
come in all parts of the country the 
same year. That they may appear in 
fall force in some sections when not 
in others; that is, that in different lo- 
calities the regular 
"Locust year" 


comes in different years. I am certain 
I am right about the time here—1SOS, 


1535, 
and next, 1902.

LOXDOX, May 31.—Pretoria has fallen 


and the Boer war is over, 


Special correspondence of THE GAZETTE. 


WASHINGTON, 
May 29.—To appeal 


from Ctesar McKinley to the Ameri- 
can people is now the programme 
of the Boer envoys. They have not 
abandoned their idea of making a 
tour of the 
country and arousing 


public sentiment. 
They will begin 


this week in Baltimore 
and from 


there will go to other cities where 
they have accepted invitations to at- 
tend public meetings. 


Republican senators consented to a 


congressional investigation of all Cu- 
ban accounts, proposed by Senator Ba- 
con's resolution, not because they want- 
ed an investigation, but because they 
feared to defy a practically universal 
public demand for one. They are now 
trying to devise schemes that will ena- 
ble them to keep the investigation in 
their own hands, but Democratic sena- 
tors are wide-awake and intend to par- 
ticipate in that investigation and, if 
possible, they are going to have anoth- 
er for Porto Rico, where there has been 
great extravagance in the payment of 
double and in some cases triple salaries 
to postal employees, If no actual steal- 
ing. It is also generally believed that 
affairs are quite as bad, if not worse, 
m the civil branch of our government 
in the Philippines and there are scan- 
dals even in the Washington city post- 
ofh'ce. 


The anxiety of the Republican lead- 


ers to hurry adjournment is amusing. 
Although they have a big majority 
in both branches, they act as though 
they were afraid that congress would 
do something they didn't want it to, if 
adjournment wasn't rushed. 
It is 


hardly likely adjournment will take 
place June G, the date set by the house 
resolution, but it will as soon thereafter 
as the Eepublican leader in the senate 
can get the appropriation bills out of 
the way. 


Representative 
Talbert, of South 


Carolina, has made another warm 
speech on the pens.on Question, his 
text being the case of the Michigan 
man who draws SI,800 a year as a clerk 
in the interior department and 81,200 
a year as private secretary to Repre- 
sentative S. W. Smith, of Michigan, 
and who has been voted by congress a 
pension of ST2 a month for total disa- 
bility. 
Representative H. C. Smith 


cited the case of Justice Long, of the 
supreme court of Michigan, who draws 
a pension of S140 
a month as an excuse 


for this case, and Mr. Talbert said in 
reply : "Two wrongs do not make one 
right. The gentleman asks now be- 
cause one man is robbing and plunder- 
ing the government unjustly and un- 
meritoriously that another man may 
be placed on th e pension roll and re- 
ceive a higher pension. That is the 
trouble about this indiscriminate grab- 
bing of pensions. . One man gets in and 
another man-wants to -get in. Mem- 
bers have their friends and they will 
not vote against each other. They will 
not have the reports read because they 
sithere like dummies saying, 'Oh, they 
will reach my case next.' 
That is 


what is the matter. You want to do 
a dozen wrongs to made one right and 
you want to continue to do wrong in 
order that your own case may be favor- 
ably acted upon. I want to see justice 
done to the old soldiers and I will help 
do it every time if I can, but I do not 
want to give any soldier what he does 
not deserve." 


Senator Morgan jumped on the op- 


position to the Nicaragua canal, which 
has apparently succeeded in hanging 
up the bill, in a speech in which he 
did not mince words 
He began with 


the six syndicates, organized under 
New Jersey laws for the purpose of 
controlling 
canal 
routes 
on 
the 


Isthmus of Dirien, of which he said . 
"I think the assumption, arrogance 
and brazen-faced audacity of 
these 


people have reached a climax." He 
charged that this government was sub- 
mitting to the cuffing and badgering 
of the new Panama Canal company, 
which, in conjunction with the trans- 
continental railroad, inspired the op- 
position to the canal bill, because a 
presidential election is pending- and 
that it is afraid to tackle any corpora- 
tion that has or professes to have some 
great power, and he asked: "Is it to 
be said here that the president is a 
party to this ambidextrous and cross- 
eyed political rascality ?" Mr. Morgan 
concluded with 
these plain words: 


"The president, who is a candidate for 
re-election, is in the hands of his 
friends, and his friends are the ene- 
mies of the Nicaragua canal. I hardly 
know whether to say I hope for the 
passage of the canal bill at this session 
or not. That depends upon two men 
upon this floor. If they are controlled 
by a determination that the revenues 
for Republican 
campaign 
purposes 


shall not be cut oft' from the great rail- 
road and canal syndicates, then the 
bill cannot pass at this session. The 
responsibility, however, must rest on 
them. 


The Spooner bill, making Mr. JIc- 


Kinley Czar of the Philippines, is dead 
for this session and probably for all 
time, as, in addition to some Republic- 
an opposition to it, the Democrats in 
the senate have served notice that the 
bill would not be allowed to pass at 
this session and they have the power 
to make that notice good by simply re- 
fusing to allow the bill to reach a vote. 


Mr 
McKinley, who witnessed the 


eclipse yesterday from Fort Monroe, 
where it was total, ought to have got 
therefrom a good advance idea of his 
own total eclipse next November. Of 
course he used a government vessel to 
make the trip to and from Fort Mon- 
roe. Republican officials seldom pay 
for anything they can get for nothing- 
by making use of their official authori- 
ty-
